Banquet and Smoker Tendered Them by the 
Chamber of Commerce— Other En­ 
tertainment Being Planned 


Brainerd w ill entertain the Ninth 
annual meeting; of the Northern M in­ 
nesota Editorial Association in Ja n u ­ 
ary, the dates having; been fixed for 
the 19th and 20lh of that month. 
The last Noisiness meeting was held 
in Sauk (’enter a year ago and at that 
time the association accepted Ute in ­ 
vitation extended by the Chamber of 
Commerce of this city to 
meet 
In 
Brainerd in 1917. 


This convention 
w ill 
bring 
to 
Brainerd a 
body 
of repregetnative 
men from ail sections of the state, 
and especially from Northern M in­ 
nesota. as the association member­ 
ship is confined to the counties In 
tile northern half. 
Tills, however, 
w ill not prevent many of the mem­ 
bers of the state association 
from 
being here in attendance although 
they do not take part in the business 
prog ram. 


An invitation is to be extended to 
Frank A. Day, the Fairm ont editor 
who has gained a national reputa­ 
tion, and who is in the lime light 
at Ute present time because of his 
having started a movement 
for 
a 
state owned paper mill and which 
proposition w ill he put before the leg­ 
islature for the enactment of a law 
making such a thing possible. 
The 
state owns and operates a twine plant 
at the Stillw ater prison and are un­ 
able to supply th<* demand, the pro­ 
duct being given to the farmers at 
practically coat. 
Mr. Day's proposi­ 
tion is along the same lines, the con­ 
tention being til at the 
state 
owns 
thousands of acres of lands on which 
pulp wood stands 
and 
that 
they 
could convert it into paper, giving 
employment to many men and afford­ 
ing a way In which the monopoly of 
tile paper industry and the high price 
tcr which the 
commody 
has 
been 
boosted could 
he 
controlled. 
Mr 
Day has accepted and he w ill come 
before the meeting and explain the 
matter in detail and as it is a sub­ 
ject of vital interest to the newspa­ 
per men it w ill be one of the inter­ 
esting features. 
Bob Dunn will also be one of the 
men of state reputation who w ill he 
in attendance and his many Brainerd 
friends w ill be glad to welcome him 


and listen to his words of wisdom. 
The program has not been com­ 
pleted and w ill not he for some days 
hut as soon as it is 
the 
Brainerd 
newspapers w ill give publicity to the 
affair. 
A banquet w ill be tendered the vis­ 
iting newspaper men on Frid ay eve­ 
ning. Jan . 19, and a smoker w ill fol­ 
low at the Chamber of Commerce, the 
arrangements for which are in the 
hands of the Convention and E n te r­ 
tainment committee 
in 
connection 
*ih the house committee, and both 
w ill he elaborate affairs. 
It is probable that this w ill be the 
most im portant convention, especially 
as far as publicity is concerned, that 
has ever favored Brainerd with Its 
presence and the results w ill be far 
reaching. 
The impressions gained by 
the visiting editors w ill be lasting 
ai;1 from time to time the city w ill 
get such advertising as the newspa­ 
per men deem we are entitled to, not 
nece -sarily all at one time 
but 
as 
things arise to call Brainerd to their 
minds their vivid recollections of the 
treatment they w ill have received and 
the things they saw and heard in this 
city w ill find expression in the hun­ 
dred newspapers that w ill be repre­ 
sented.

these occasions and a lack of oppor­ 
tunity is the only 
excuse 
for

Brainerd w ill do her ahare In en­

give it proper attention afterwards.
